In the O. M. read above, Government of India have issued a revised 
list of A , BI , B2 and C Class cities in India with effect from 1-8-1972 
for the purpose of payment of House Rent Allowance & Compensatory 
(City ) Allowance .

( 1) Increase in wages to employees, (2 ) Bonus for the years 1966-67 and 
1967-68 and (3 ) Non -employment of the following workmen namely Survusri 
James , Ravindran Pillai, Gopinathan Pillai, Aboobacker, and Benedict from 
18-5-1968 onwards. 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and 
put in their respective statements . 

3. The case of the Association stated briefly is as follows: The 
existing wage rates and other service conditions of the staff members 
of the above mentioned Gramodharana Sahakarana Sanghom is extremely 
low and is totally inadequate to meet the basic needs of the staff members . 
The staff association has demanded reasonable revision of 

the wage 
scales by their Memorandum of Demands dated 14-8-1967 and 27-11-1967. 
The demands related to increase of wage rates and payment of legitimate 
bonus for the year 1966-67 etc. The management did not take any 
action in this matter . The management got angry with this and the 
management denied employment to Servashree James, Raveendran Pillai, 
Gopinathan Pillai, Aboobacker and Benedict who were employees in this 
concern . Charges were levelled against these employees and no enquiry 
was conducted against these employees. The demands of the staff 
association is that the pay scales of the members of the staff should be 
enhanced by 25 per cent, over the existing rate and payment of daily 
batta of Rs. 3, introduction of the system of annual increment in the 
pay scales not less than Rs. 7 per year and payment of bonus for the 
year 1967-68 at the rate of 8.1 / 3 per cent of the annual earnings to each 
of the staff. It is also requested that the management may be directed 
to reinstate the five staff members with back wages . 

4. The case of the management stated briefly is as follows: The five 
members of the staff mentioned above mis -appropriated Rs. 12,009 from 
the Society . When they were asked about the same, they admitted the 
same and undertook to repay the amount in instalments. Subsequently , 
they paid Rs. 1,000 . The balance amount is due to the stores from them . 
For the mis-appropriation , an arbitration case is pending before the 
Registrar of Co -operative Societies against them . Because of the mis 
appropriation of a huge amount the society could not function . The 
above mentioned members of the staff did not also turn up for work

as they had not repaid the money. It is stated that the society 
restart functioning when the mis- appropriated amount is paid by the 
members of the staff. According to the management, the staff association 
is not entitled for any relief claimed . The case of the management is 
that the definite understanding was that the society will start functioning 
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only after the mis -appropriated amount was paid by the 2: 1! member
